Birthday were celebrated Feb. 17 (he 
was born on Feb. 12), but we resent 
the idea of celebrating Washington's 
Birthday ahead of time," said Les 
Waas, chapter president. 


Washington was born on Feb. 22. 


$30 Billion Tax Cut Urged 


MIAMI BEACH (AP) - AFL-CIO President 


George Mean> called Monday for a $30 billion tax 
cut, saying the $20 billion program swiftly gaining 
ground in Congress will not be enough to turn the 
economy around. 


A month ago, a $22 billion tax cut "looked like a 


pretty good tax program, but the size of the 
problem and the enormity of our dilemma has in- 
creased since then and I think we're going to need 
much more," Meany said. 


"Things are getting worse by the day. I think it 


might ha veto go as high as $30 billion to give the in- 
centive that will get the economy turned around," 
he said. 


A $20.1 billion tax package approved earlier by 


the House Ways and Means Committee - $4 billion 
more than proposed by President Ford — is 


expected to go to the full House this week when it 
returns from its Lincoln Day recess. 


At a news conference, Meany reitrated his 


prediction of a week ago that the unemployment 
rate will hit 10% by July and said this is in- 
evitable no matter what action Congress takes. 


The jobless rate hit a post-World War II peak of 


8.2% in January, with 7.5 million workers unable to 
find jobs. 


"I'm very pessimistic about the whole situation," 


Meany said. He added: "We're getting into the . 
vicious cycle we had during the days of the Great 
Depression." 


Workers are beginning to exhaust their un- 


employment insurance benefits and once that 
happens, he warned, they no longer will be able to 
make consumer purchases or pay off their 


mortgages. 


"When that happens, unemployment is going to 


cause more unemployment," he said. 


"We need jobs," the head of the 13 million- 


member labor federation said. He urged the Ford 
administration to release impounded funds and 
provide for government-funded housing with a 
return to 6% mortgage interest rates. Meany 
said this would revive the housing industry., 


He also said a moratorium may be needed on 


mortgage payments to help the unemployed, noting 
that in California alone foreclosures are pending 
against 3,000 homeowners. 


Meany's news conference followed the start of 


the winter meeting of the AFL-CIO's policy-making 
executive council. 


Among a number of resolutions adopted by the 


council was one calling for reform of the unemploy- 
ment compensation system. The council urged 
Congress to enact federal standards that would 
guarantee the jobless in every state at least two- 
thirds of their former weekly earnings up to a 
maximum of 75% of the state average weekly 
wage. 


The council also called for major changes in 


financing of Social Security to prevent anticipated 
long-range deficits by raising the wage base on 
which the retirement tax is paid from the current 
$14,100 to $28,000. 


Turning to politics, Meany said "no" when asked 


if he considered any of the announced Democratic 
or Republican presidential candidates- to be 
favorable. He added, "If we could dig up Harry 
(Truman) it would be great." 


U.S. Presents Proposals 
On Arms Control, Trade 


LONDON (AP) - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger 
presented new, undisclosed 
proposals on nuclear weapons 
controls and trade to Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko in Geneva on Monday 
and ran into some sharp 
differences on his step-by-step 
Mideast strategy. 


Kissinger then flew to London 


for talks with Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson and Foreign 
Minister James Callaghan, who 
earlier in the day signed a series 
of cooperative agreements with* 
the Soviets in Moscow. 


Kissinger 
returns to 


Switzerland for lunch Tuesday 
with Shah Mohammed Reza 
Pahlevi of Iran. 


U.S. officials said Kissinger 


went into considerable detail 
with Gromyko on ways to wrap 
up the nuclear weapons treaty 
while making counterproposals 
to the Soviet positions in the 
lagging talks. 


The 10-year pact establishing 


missile ceilings could be ready 
for Soviet leader Leonid I. 


Brezhnev and President Ford to 
sign at a late June summit in 
Washington, newsmen were 
told. However, the "sparring" 
between the two sides could 
delay the Brezhnev visit until 
September, U.S. officials said. 


In a joint statement issued 


after more than nine hours of 
talks, Kissinger and Gromyko 
pledged "to continue energetic 
efforts to work out an ap- 
propriate long-term agreement 
this year." 


Both men used the same, 


diplomatic cliche — "fruitful" 
*— to describe their meeting. 


It was learned that Kissinger 


took up with the Soviet foreign 
minister prospects for 
negotiating a new trade agree- 
ment to replace the 1972 accord 
that Moscow repudiated last 
month. 


U.S. strategy again calls for 


relating tariff and credit con- 
cessions to an increase in Jewish 
emigration. However, as 
Kissinger originally wanted it, 
the Soviets would not be 
required to make public com- • 
mitments. 


Osborn Testifies 
In Probe Of CIA 


Washington (AP) — Accom- 


panied by an attorney, former 
CIA security chief Howard J. 
Osbom was questioned for more 
than three hours Monday by the 
Rockefeller commission about 
the agency's domestic sur- 
veillance activities. 


Osborn. whose office con- 


ducted an operation which CIA 
Director William E. Colby has 
said infiltrated agents into 
American radical groups in the 
late 1960s, was the first of the 
dozen witnesses who have 
appeared before the panel to be 
represented by an attorney. 


According to knowledgeable 


sources, an inter-office memo 
dated Feb. 6 had warned agency 
employes they might be 
prosecuted for past practices 
and advised them to retain 
private counsel. 


The commission chairman, 


Vice President Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, indicated that 
Osborn had not invoked the 
Fifth Amendment right against 
self-mcrimination. 


Osborn refused all comment 


to reporters, saying he has 
"never commented or talked to 


the press." 


Two other former CIA of- 


ficers, Raymond G. Rocca and 
N. Scott Miller, also testified 
before the commission at its 
sixth weekly meeting. Rocca and 
Miller served under former CIA 
counterintelligence chief James 
J. Angleton, who last week 
reportedly told the commission 
he had been kept in the dark 
about the activities of a secret 
unit which 
Colby 
has 


acknowledged kept files on 10,- 
000 Americans. 


The commission operated for 


most of the day at half-strength, 
with four of its eight members, 
including Rockefeller, absent. 
Rockefeller joined the hearings 
in mid-afternoon just as Osborn 
was completing his testimony. 


Asked his reaction to a Harris 


Poll indicating that a majority of 
Americans think the commission 
will cover up any agency 
wrongdoing, Rockefeller said, "I 
can assure anybody that we're 
not" conducting a whitewash. 


For the first time in five 


weeks, former Gov. Ronald 
Reagan of California was pre- 
sent for a commission meeting. 


The Ford administration con- 


tends Congress is at fault for 
cancellation of the old agree- 
ment by demanding a public 
commitment on emigration 
from Moscow and also setting a 
low ceiling on bank credits. 


Gromyko told reporters as he 


emerged from Kissinger's 
Geneva hotel suite that "our 
positions are close or coincide" 
on many of the issues they dis- 
cussed. But, he went on, "it is no 
secret, and I am sure the 
secretary of state wiQ agree wtb 
me, there were some questions 
on which our positions did not 
exactly coincide." 


Newsmen aboard Kissinger's 


plane were told Gromyko was 
referring to the Middle East and 
to the European security con- 
ference, which the Soviets want 
to wind up quickly with recogni- 
tion of Moscow's hegemony in 
Eastern Europe. 


On the Mideast, Gromyko 


reiterated to Kissinger the 
Soviets' interest in an early 
resumption of the Geneva peace 
conference and a place at the 
table for the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization. The United 
States opposes a quick return to 
Geneva because of the dispute 
over Palestinian participation, to 
which Israel is firmly opposed. 


U.S. officials said the at- 


mosphere had been less 
"starchy" than they had 
expected and that the com- 
munique reflects a slight Soviet 
moderation on the Mideast, in 
that it calls for the Geneva con- 
ference to resume work "at an 
early date" instead of im- 
mediately. 


Kissinger conferred Monday 


morning with Roger Gallopin, 
president of the executive coun- 
cil of the International Com- 
mittee of the Red Cross about 
Americans missing in Indochina. 
Kissinger reportedly told 
Gallopin that the United States 
appreciated Red Cross efforts on 
behalf of 2,300 Americans unac- 
counted for in Indochina

This Wednesday the city's Charter 


Revision Commission will step into the 
growing melee over which bunch of of-, 
ficmls should have the final say over the 
Comprehensive Plan. 


The commission will hold a public 


hearing beginning at 7 p.m. in the council 
chambers on a proposed amendment to 
the City Charter. The amendment would 
require the City Council to be wedded to 
the Comprehensive Plan by forcing the 
lawmakers to approve the document. 


Approval power now is vested solely 


in the advisory City-County Planning 
Commission. 


Denney First 


Councilman Max Denney was the 


first to loudly propose that the lawmakers 
adopt the Comprehensive Plan. 


His arguments gained some support 


even as the Planning Commission con- 
tinued work on updating the 1961 Com- 
prehensive Plan. The planners will spend 
most of this year updating the document, 
regarded as the blueprint for orderly 
growth in Lincoln and Lancaster County. 


Denney's proposal has gained some 


support among his fellow lawmakers, but 
not enough support to result in any coun- 
cil action supporting legislation proposed 
by several state senators. 


Several senators and the Charter 


Revision Commission have joined 
Denney in calling for the City Council and 
County Board to be held accountable for 
the Comprehensive Plan. 


The League of Women Voters has 


argued that the inconsistencies between 
council zoning decisions and the existing 
plan would be eliminated if the same 
group of officials were held responsible 
for both. 
Councilman Steve Cook somewhat 


disputes that argument, since he said he 
wouldn't feel any more bound to follow 


the plan on zoning decisions than he does 
now. 


On the other hand, Councilman Bob 


Sikyta, who has a record of deviating 
from the plan, had said he wouldn't 
object to adopting the plan. His approval 
of the plan wouldn't mean, he said, that 
he would change his votes that much. 


And that's because some council 


members have said, the Comprehensive 
Plan is a guide, not a legally binding 
document. 


As one official put it, "A guide by any 


other name is still a guide." 


The Charter Revision Commission's 


amendment also would require reaffir- 
mation of the plan every two years after 
new council members are elected to of- 
fice. 


While the City Hall debate goes on, 


the discussion has spanned the four-block 
stretch to the halls of the Legislature. 


Waverly Sen. Jerome Warner has in- 


troduced a bill which would define the 
Lincoln-Lancaster Comprehensive Plan. 
Warner is a member of the City-County 
Planning Commission. 


The bill was amended by Utica Sen. 


Douglas Bereuter to require the City 
Council and County Board to adopt the 
plan. 


The Charter Revision Commission 


has recommended City Council endorse- 
ment of the so-called Bereuter amend- 
ment. And, the commission members 
hinted, it would be all right for the Coun- 
ty Board to get in on the act too. 


Although Lincoln city lawmakers 


have been unable to reach agreement on 
the Bereuter proposal, council members 
have indicated they would be willing to 
put the issue to the voters this spring. 


If the amendment and legislation are 


approved, the council's next step would 
be working with county officials to 
hammer out an official adoption process. 


Until then, the debate goes on. 


Po//ce 'Snow Squacf' leaves Calling Cards

A special "snow squad" hit the streets Monday 


and left a unique calling card on an untold number 
of cars, pick-up trucks and vans. 


The calling cards were tickets — issued by a 


five-man team of police officers whose only job 
Monday was to search out vehicles which were 
hampering snow removal efforts. 


Police Inspector Dean Lemter said the 


stepped-up enforcement of the mayor's parking 
ban was necessary because city work crews just 
haven't been able to clear city streets. 


Parking was banned on the south and west 


sides of residential streets Monday, as well as on 
snow emergency routes, arterials and bus routes. 
Mayor Sam Schwartzkopf imposed a parking ban 
on the north and east sides of residential streets to 
be effective at 8 a.m. Tuesday. 


Public works officials directing snow removal 


crews in the wake of the latest winter storm said 


Lineolmtes have been ignoring their pleas to aid in 
snow plowing efforts. 


City inspectors in the field called in the five- 


man team whenever snow removal crews ran into 
problems with parked vehicles. 


By late Monday afternoon Leitner said the of- 


ficers had "blanketed" the city with tickets in 32 
different areas. In one block alone, officers 
ticketed 14 vehicles. 


The ticket carries a $25 fine for blocking snow 


and bus routes and arterials. The fine is $10 for 
parking illegally on residential streets. 


For the snow shovelers out there who dump 


the white stuff into the street — if you're caught 
it'll cost you $50. It is a violation to put snow in the 
public right-of-way. 


City crews will be paid overtime for Monday's 


work since city offices were closed in observance of 
George Washington's birthday.

acquisition of Pershing College Tuesday, 
KWBE radio listeners in the Beatrice area will 
know what happened, almost firsthand. 


David Ahrendts of Kearney will be in the 


Unicameral, combining taped highlights of the 
hearing with the voice of Adams Sen. Bill 
Burrows. And KWBE-land may know a little 
more about state government, thanks to the 
UNL School of Journalism. 


Already, readers of the York News-Times 


got a personal view of freshman Sen. Doug 
Bereuter of Utica, in what News Editor Don 
Gillen called a "rather well written feature" 
by Rebecca Brite of Omaha. 
Ahrendts, also a KLMS newsman in Lin- 


coln, and Miss Brite, who doubles as Daily 
Nebraskan managing editor, are two of 13 stu- 
dent Statehouse correspondents. 


Experimental Course 


They're providing free coverage this 


semester to four Nebraska radio stations and 
nine newspapers, in an experimental 
legislative reporting course paid for by an f 11,- 
500 grant from the Gannett Newspaper Foun- 


U Journalism School Director R. Neate Cop- 


ple calls it "maybe the most important thing 
we've ever done."

The professionals in the cooperative 


arrangement agree. 


"For small papers like ourselves, it's 


great," said the York Times' Gillen. "We can 
get some insight on the Legislature that we 
normally wouldn't get" from wire services' 
hard-news offerings, oriented to a broad 
readership. 


And getting Statehouse coverage 


"directed to our area is something impossible 
for us to do," Gillen said. "We don't have the 
staff to do it" as Miss Brite can "We're really 
happy" with the program. 


KWBE News Director Stan J Wirth said 


his student legislative coverage "is very good" 
in content and length. It provides "the only 
way we could get any direct quotes" from a 
state senator, pertinent to breaking Statehouse 
news, short of telephoning, interviewing and 
editing by the station 


Moreover, "It's an experience I never 


got" in broadcast training, Wirth said, one that 
a student elsewhere who "wants to get into 
news doesn't get" even now. 


like Graduate Programs 


Copple said, "The only thing that I know 


of like U in the country are some graduate 
programs at Northwestern and Missouri," 
which operate Washington bureaus. 


The 13 "hand-selected" seniors in the 


UNL class, Copple said, are products of the 
depth reporting course at the J-School, 


designated an "Area of Excellence" by the NU 
Board of Regents. 


"Having a weekly obligation to one 


newspaper or one broadcast station, and going 
back all the time to the same (news) sources" 
is a reporting experience the students 
"weren't used to," Copple said. 


The discipline required to meet deadlines, 


for example, "is new to some of them, and it's 
an excellent learning situation," he said. 


"The very nature of what they're doing," 


such as explaining legislative bills, "is hard 
work," Gillen said in York. "The kids are 
trying to make it interesting." 


Bert Sass of Grand Island, who also works 


news for KLMS and has some Statehouse 
reporting experience, said the new course 
allows him "much more concentrated" 
coverage. 


'Inner Structure' 


Bringing into class speakers such as 


Unicameral Clerk Vince Brown has shown the 
students "some of the inside structure, the in- 
side process" of state politics, to improve their 
reporting, he said. 


While tuition-funded courses are holding 


down expenses, Sass said the Gannett grant 
has allowed him to visit KVHS in Valentine, 
allowing him "to work much more closely and 
have a better understanding of the people" he 
reports for there. 


"It's a very logical thing for us to do," 


i 


Copple said, and fits with the J-School 
philosophy of using Lincoln's vast governmen- 
tal arena as an ideal news reporting training 
ground. 
"I think, from the instructor's viewpoint, 


they're horribly enthusiastic," Copple said. 


Besides "a good deal of briefing" from 


the J-School faculty, he said veteran 
Statehouse reporters Don Walton of the Lin- 
coln Star and Don Pieper of the Omaha World- 
Herald are course consultants, to help the 
students "avoid errors."

paid adviser. 


To broaden their exposure beyond 


Nebraska's one-house Legislature, the 
students will get a "rapid short course" in the 
two-house system, in a field trip to pes Moines 
and possibly to Topeka, Copple said. 


KWBE's Wirth said, "I think a program of 


this type, through the university, could act as a 
catalyst" to form a "Nebraska audio network" 
available to all broadcast stations.

the class runs out this spring, and "if it goes 
well," Copple said he'll seek more money 
from foundations to continue the student 
legislative training, and possibly to expand 
media participation.

$52 Million In 74 


DETROIT (AP) - Chrysler 


Corp lost $73 5 million in the 
fourth quarter of 1974 giving it a 
net loss of $52 million for the 
year 


In its year-end report Mon- 


day, 
the firm blamed the gas- 


oline shortages of the early part 
of the year, inflation and later 
recession for the poor perfor- 
mance 


The loss was the largest for 


any quarter or year in Chrysler's 
history Previous records were 
$29 6 million in 1958, including a 
$34 1 million loss in the third 
quarter. 


Chrysler is expected to be the 


only car maker reporting a loss 
for 1974. General Motors earned 
$950 million; Ford has yet to 
report and American Motors 
finished its fiscal year ended 
Oct 
30 with profits of $27 


million. 


Chrysler dollar sales in 1974 


were $11 billion, down from 
$11 8 billion a year earlier Total 
vehicle sales slumped to 2 8 
million from the record 3 5 
million in 1973.

tune on Sunday, Feb. 23 Clocks 
should be turned ahead one hour

The return to so-called "fast 


time comes two months earlier 
thdn usual because of 1973's 
emergency year-round daylight 
saung time act. 


The chance becomes official, 


according to the Transportation 
Department, at 2 a.m. Feb. 23. 


Congress responded to 1973's 


energy shortage by passing the 
emergency act that put the na- 
tion on daylight time between 
Jan 6. 1974, and April 27, 1975 
Complaints forced Congress to 
act last year to repeal part of the 
emergency act. 


A* a result, on Oct. 27, 1974, 


the nation returned to standard 
tune until Feb. 23, 1975.

Bentsen Monday joined the growing brigade of 
candidates for the Democratic presidential 
nomination and claimed "strong support" in 
most of the major states. 


Bentsen, 54, promised to run "an energetic, 


national campaign" but added it would be 
physically and financially impossible to enter all 
the primaries leading to the 1976 convention. 


Bentsen is the fifth Democrat to formally 


declare his candidacy for 1976. The others are 
Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson of Washington, Rep. 


Morris K. Udall of Arizona, former Sen. Fred 
Harris of Oklahoma and former Gov. Jimmy 
Carter of Georgia. 


Alabama Gov. George C. Wallace and 


possibly former North Carolina Gov. Terry San- 
ford are also expected to jump into the race. 


Bentsen, a millionaire former business 


magnate, said he was in the campaign for the 
duration and told a large crowd of well-wishers in 
the Senate Caucus Room, "I wouldn't have 
entered the race unless I thought I could win." 


Asked whether he would accent the vice 


presidential nomination, Bentsen replied. "I 
should say not." 


In a news conference following his announce- 


ment, the senator said his strongest support was 
in Texas. 


But Bentsen, who has toured 30 states in the 


last year testing his prospects, added, "I found 
strong support in almost all the major states I've 
gone into."

Pill Users Run Higher Risk Of Stroke, Study Says 


CHICAGO (AP) - The nsk of 


stroke is significantly higher for 
women who use oral contracep- 
tives than for those who don't, 
says the Collaborative Group for 
Study of Strokes in Women 


The medical researchers said 


the nsk of thrombotic stroke — 
involving a blood clot — for pill 
users with severe high blood 


pressure is twice that of non- 
users with the same degree of 
hypertension. Women with nor- 
mal blood pressure face a stroke 
risk three times higher if they 
use the pills, they said 


The group said its conclusions, 


reported in the Feb. 17 issue of 
the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, are based 


on a study of 598 nonpregnant 
stroke victims between the ages 
of 15 and 44. The group was com- 
pared with two control groups 
matched for age and race. 


The over-all analysis indicates 


that "no evidence is found that 
the presence of hypertension 
and oral contraceptives produces 
any special or enhanced effect 


other than that expected from 
the product of their individual 
risks," the researchers said. 


Similar results, with a lone 


exception, were found when con- 
traceptive use was correlated 
with smoking. 


They said the combination of 


smoking and pill use appear to 
increase slightly the risk of 
hemorrhagic stroke. This effect 
was not found in the case of 
thrombotic stroke, they said.

Bentsen's announcement mixed the goals of 


his candidacy with strong criticism of the Nixon- 
Ford administrations. 


"For too long we have been adrift," Bentsen 


said. 


"This administration, which has been in of- 


fice since 1969, has failed to govern with either 
wisdom or foresight. It has bounced from crisis to 
crisis. It has reacted to the problems of the mo- 
ment. It is without specific goals. It is without 
sensible plans." 


Bentsen rejected President Ford's proposed 1 


million barrel a day cutback in imported oil as an 
"ill-conceived program" and said he was "ab- 
solutely opposed" to Ford's request for an ad- 
ditional $300 million in aid to South Vietnam. 


Bentsen sketchily outlined his own energy 


program, consisting of an end of the oil depletion 
allowance for all major - but not independent — 
oil producers, a graduated gasoline tax beginning 
this year at 5 cents and climbing to perhaps 30 
cents to conserve consumption, a tax rebate on 
low mileage cars and a windfall profits tax with a 
plowback provision for exploration. 


But Bentsen said the "paramount issue" 


facing the nation is economic recovery and added 
"that means jobs — jobs at recent wages with a 
chance to fully develop one's talents. 


"Certainly, the most urgent need is to get 


people back to work," he added.

Witkar' To Ease Traffic Congestion For Amsterdam 


'FRIENDLY LITTLE CAR' ...is nonpolluting. 


Amsterdam, Netherlands (AP) — A little 


white battery-operated car that goes 18 
miles an hour, emits no pollution and 
makes only the slightest noise is going into 
use in Amsterdam by those who want to 
get around without using their cars. 


Some Dutchmen 
say the two-seat 


Witkar — meaning white car — may be at 
least a partial answer to Amsterdam's 
downtown traffic congestion and air pollu- 
tion. 


It looks like a space buggy and a 


pedestrian can summon one at a 
strategically located depot by inserting a 
key — for which he has paid a refundable 
deposit of 25 guilders ($10) — into a com- - 
puter control box. 


The Witkar is the invention of Luud 


Schimmelpennick, but it derives its name, 
color and purpose from the Dutch Provo 
movement of the 1960s. The Provos — 
short for provocateurs — sought fun- 
damental social and environmental 
changes, among them a solution to traffic 
congestion and air pollution in Amsterdam. 


The Witkar is 5 feet, 9 inches long; 4 feet, 


8 inches wide and 6Va feet high. There are 
only four of them on the strets now but 
organizers of the government-backed 
Witkar Cooperative Association say they 


have attracted 2,500 paying members and 
plan to put 280 vehicles into service in the 
next three years. 


A Witkar spokesman said that many 


Amsterdammers drive only an average dis- 
tance of about a half-mile inside Amster- 
dam each day. 


He added that when the Witkar program 


is in full swing, there will be 35 Witkar 
depots about 1,000 feet apart throughout 
the city. 


Witkar members pay the guilder 


equivalent of $10 for lifetime driving 
privileges in addition to the key deposit. 
They also pay about four cents a minute for 
use of a Witkar. 


The key is personally coded and fits both 


the cars and a sytem of computer con- 
soles. 


When the computer is fully installed in 


March, a prospective driver will be able to 
requisition a car at any depot, by inserting 
his key into the computer control board 
and specifying his destination. The com- 
puter will check parking availability at the 
destination depot, and if room exists the 
driver will be allowed to go there. 


If the depot is crowded the driver will 


have the option of traveling to another 
depot where parking is available. 


The computer will also bill the driver's 


account for time used. 


The cars pack only 15 minutes of power, 


but Witkar station design provides for an 
automatic battery recharge. 


The cars cost about $2,400 each, and the 


Witkar Association has been granted a 
credit guarantee by the Dutch Ministry of 
Culture, Recreation and Social Welfare. 


Wile plans are currently limited to 


Amsterdam, several other Dutch cities 
have shown a serious interest in the experi- 
ment. There have also been inquiries from 
Denmark and Japan. 


"It really is a bouncy beast," commented 


Gel van den Berg, a 25-year-old Amster- 
dam student out for his first Witar spin. 
"It's 
fun. I don't particularly like 


auomobiles, but this gives you sort of a 
good-natured feeling in traffic." 


To drive the Witkar, you switch on the 


engine, operate the forward or reverse 
switch, and move away with a touch on the 
accelerator. There is no clutch and no gear 
shift. 


Van den Berg said he particularly liked 


the Witkar's plexiglas windows, which 
provide 360-degree visibility. "You feel like 
a prince," he said. "You're really touring 
the town." 


Autos at times get impatient with 


Witkar's pokey pace, and Van den Berg 
said he found himself "keeping to the side 
a bit, out of the way of the cars."

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Few Governors Favor 
Ford Energy Proposals 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President Ford's 


energy proposals enjoy only minimal support 
from the nation's governors as they gather here 
for their annual mid-winter meeting opening 
Tuesday- 


Energy and the nation's economic woes 


dominate the agenda for the conference business 
sessions Wednesday and Thursday 


Despite the President's recent efforts to sell his 


energy package at regional meetings in the South, 
Southwest and Middle West, an Associated Press 
survey showed Monday that few state executives 
back it. and some do only because of a lack of an 
alternative. 


Responses from about half of the governors, 


representing a cross-section both regionally and 
politically, showed virtually every Democrat op- 
poses Ford's energy plans while Republicans are 
split 


"I don't favor the import tax on oil," said Utah 


Gov Calvin L Rampton. a Democrat, this year's 
conference chairman If the price has to be in- 
creased to lower consumption, he said. "I'd much 
rather see it on direct gasoline consumption than 
to put it on crude " 


Minnesota Gov Wendell Anderson, a 


Democrat, called Ford's proposals "completely 
unacceptable" and said, "We won't have a 
national energy program that's acceptable until 
we are ready to use all the tools that are available 
to us 


"That may mean mandatory allocation or 


rationing or both, and we might as well get on 
with it," said the Minnesota governor, who is 
chairman of the Democratic Governors 
Conference 


Republican Gov. Daniel J 
Evans of 


Washington, last year's conference chairman, also 
opposed Ford's plan 


"I am convinced that a massive nationwide

Ford tentatively is planning a 
busy autumn schedule of foreign 
travel with trips to Europe and 
China. 


voluntary conservation effort would achieve the 
desired result without creating undue economic 
hardships or the chaos that would most surely 
result from a rationing program," Evans said. 


However, Kansas Gov Robert R Bennett, a 


Republican, said, "It is a way, and I suppose until 
a total program can be developed that is better, it 
is the only program we've got." 


"I am basically supportive of the President's 


approach, particularly his proposal to spread 
price increases over all petroleum products, not 
just gasoline," said Republican Gov. William G. 
Milliken of Michigan, adding that this would 
minimize the impact on his state's automobile- 
dominated economy. 


Missouri Gov Christopher S Bond, chairman 


of the Republican Governor's Association, called 
Ford's program "better than any others 
suggested." Democrat Gov. George Busbee of 
Georgia noted "President Ford is the only person 
who's come up with a total energy and economic 
program." 


When asked for alternatives to Ford's energy 


proposals, more governors suggested a return to 
mandatory allocation than any other proposal. 


Anderson and fellow Democrats Sherman 


Tnbbett of Delaware. Thomas L. Judge of Mon- 
tana and Ella Grasso of Connecticut all said 
either mandatory allocation or rationing would be 
better than the Ford program. 


Maine's independent Gov James Longley met 


with Ford Monday and said later he wishes "the 
presidential candidates in the Congress would 
stop playing politics" with energy policy. 


Democrats David Boren of Oklahoma and J. 


James Exon of Nebraska and Republican 
Meldnm Thomson of New Hampshire said they 
favored allocations but opposed rationing.

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Reporting Gossip

Tribute To A Guy Named Joe

On a CBS "60 Minutes" 
program 


earlier this month several Washington cor- 
respondants exchanged some titillating 
gossip about presidential and congressional 
womanizing and drinking: a prominent 
senator was seen drunk on the Senate floor, 
President Kennedy used to do a little 
chasing on the sly, Nixon used to drink 
heavily at Camp David, lobbyists procured 
call girls for congressmen and their staffs 
and so forth. 


"Now we're in a post-Watergate period 


and we're still undergoing what I think is a 
kind of Watergate catharsis," observed 
Peter Lisagor of the Chicago Daily News. 
"I believe that there's an inclination and 
temptation now on the part of an awful lot 
of reporters in this town to report the kinds 
of things that have been going on on the hill 
for a long time. And I doubt whether now 
in this environment, that all these so-called 
drunks and womanizers are going to get 
away with it for very long." 


There is going to be even more trouble 


for an already embattled free press if 
reporters construe their right and obliga- 
tion to ventilate government as a duty to 
feed their readers more and more gossip. 
There is a danger in reporting gossip in a 
competitive business that has been obvious 
since the advent of modern reporting and 
that is the tendency to, in polite terms, 
make something of nothing. 


It was Jack Anderson's zeal to score 


first with some dynamite material when 
the Eagleton episode was hot that 
prompted him, against better judgment, to 
go with some "facts" that he didn't double- 
check. Thus were reported the senator's 
alleged drunk-driving arrests, which never 
happened. Anderson apologized later, but 
the damage was done. And the credibility 
of the news media sustained damage. 


In the latest "60 Minutes" show the 


hosts noted the favorable reaction to the 
earlier gossip segment. People want more 
of it, they said, and feel they have a right to 
hear it. But hearing too much of it will sour 
most people and if it doesn't, it should. 


It a congressman is busted for drunk" 


driving or disturbing the peace, or has a 
paternity suit slapped on him, it will be 
reported. If he passes out at the head table 
at a banquet or punches the majority 
leader in the nose at a cocktail party, that 
news will find its way into print. The in- 
fidelities of the chief of state, if they are 
not instantly reported, will probably be 
recorded by history. The suggestion that 
not all marriages are made in heaven has 
already been applied to the Roosevelts, the 
Kennedys and the Eisenhowers. They, too, 
were human. The foibles of the mighty and 
their worse misdeeds have been and should 
be public knowledge. They should have to 
meet higher standards of conduct and 
withstand public scrutiny. 


But enough shouldn't become too 


much. It was enough that we came to know 
that Nixon was capable of such things as 
bulldozing his political enemies with the 
heavy machinery of government or trying 
to railroad his once good friend, the Big 
Enchilada, or lying to the people. But the 
knowledge that he had a few or maybe 
more than a few martinis away from the of- 
fice on weekends is really superfluous. 


It is to be hoped that not every misstep 


or misspoken word or tilt of the glass or 
wandering of the eye finds its way into 
print. If the people and the press work 
together to create an environment in which 
men and women cannot be themselves now 
and then, ultimately the media will be 
punished, public service as a vocation 
diminished and the people cheated. 


Old timers Still Alive 


At this point, it looks as if the two- 


party system may last at least for another 
tew months. 


The hall rang with the rhetoric of 


yesteryear as conservatives Sunday wound 
down a four-day conclave in Washington 
held to determine how conservative views 
can most effectively be voiced in the future 
and to let President Ford know that the 
right wing of the GOP is not happy with a 
perceived leftward drift of the national par- 
ty under his leadership. 


But the conservatives decided not to" 


break with the Republican Party, at least 
for the present. They will, instead, study 
the formation of a third party among other 
alternatives. And there seemed to be 
overwhelming support for former Califor- 
nia Gov. Ronald Reagan's suggestion that 
the "liberals," rather than the conser- 
vatives, leave the GOP. 


Liberal Democrats have planned a 


similar strategy meeting in Chicago next 
month. In advance of the crucial 1976 
presidential election the liberals, according 
to one spokesman, find 
themselves 


"adrift" — without enough viable can- 
didates and well-defined issues. But the 
emphasis at the upcoming meeting will be 
on how to force liberal will on the 
Democratic Party, not on how to separate 
from it. 


And grumpy big labor may not be 


leaving the Democrats after all. Meeting in 
Miami Beach, many labor leaders have 
recanted on their Kansas City threat to 
vacate posts on the Democratic National 
Committee in retaliation for what they 
thought was shabby treatment at the mid- 
term convention last December. 


So, noj much has changed, despite the 


ever-increasing noise about a new party 
alternative. The two oldtimers are still 
alive — each still resembling a bag full of 
wildcats.

Is 'Erosion' Fatal? 


NEW YORK - Sen. Charles 


Percy of Illinois recently came 
home from the Middle East to 
say that Israel should no longer 
count on automatic American 
support for any policy she might 
choose. Last week, Rep. John 
Rhodes of Arizona said that "as 
a matter of justice," Americans 
should be better acquainted with 
the position of the Arab nations 
in their controversy with Israel. 


Does this reflect the "erosion" 


in American support for Israel 
that many Jewish and other pro- 
Israeli leaders fear? Undoubted- 
ly these statements do represent 
a kind of "erosion" in 
"automatic" support for Israel; 
and it is hard to believe, 
moreover, 
that Percy, a 


moderate 
and thoughtful 


Republican, and Rhodes, who 
succeeded President Ford as 
House minority leader, would 
have spoken out if they had any 
reason to believe that what they 
said would distress or hamper 
Secretary of State Kissinger in 
the current Middle East talks. 


But the word "erosion" im- 


plies something crumbling from 
underneath, perhaps at an 
accelerating pace. An extensive 
survey of sentiment in Congress 
by Leslie Gelb of the New York 
Times suggests rather a pro- 
cess of development in the 
congressional view of the Middle 
East. Congress, Gelb concluded, 
was "not less pro-Israel" but 
more widely concerned about 
war in the Middle East and more 
aware of the .Arab position. He 
found, moreover, as have most 
public opinion polls, that Israel 
is not being blamed by 
Americans for the oil crisis. 
(If anything, the Arabs are 
probably 
being unfairly 


criticized 
for using their 


economic resources as most 
Western nations have always 
done.)

It is not at all clear, therefore, 


that some kind of "erosion" that 
threatens the existence of Israel 


is at work in Congress, or among 
the people Congress represents. 
To deal with one bit of mindless 
rhetoric, if American support for 
Israel 
ever 
had 
been 


"automatic," no matter what 
Israel chose to do, surely that 
would have been dangerous for 
both nations; and a more 
judicious relationship between 
them would be welcome. 


More likely, however, there 


never was any period of 
"automatic" support, despite 
the strong emotional identifica- 
tion with Israel that has been, 
and still is, evident in this coun- 
try. That identification — at 
least in one amateur analysis — 
was not based 
on the 


machinations of a "Zionist" lob- 
by, either, or entirely on the 
strategically important "Jewish 
vote," but mostly on American 
sympathy for the homeless and 
persecuted Jews of Europe after 
World War II; on the natural af- 
finity between Americans and 
another 
hard-working, 


technologically skilled, militarily 
tough, democratically governed 
people, who were considered un- 
derdogs; on the position of Israel 
on "our side" and the Arabs on 
the "communist side" in the 
cold war; and on the nearly un- 
iversal American admiration for 
the Israeli triumph in the Six- 
Day War in 1967.

But that was seven years, 


three presidents and three 
secretaries of state ago. Detente 
has blurred the old cold war 
framework within which most 
Americans used to see the 
world. Both the Yom Kippur 
War of 1973 and the developing 
Arab use of oil as an economic 
weapon have helped dispel the 
notion of the Arabs as a 
hopelessly primitive band of 
fanatics who could not really 
threaten the tough and skilled 
Israelis. 


Henry Kissinger's great 


prestige — not unmixed with 
glamor — once committed to the 
affairs of the Middle East, 
served to focus attention on the 


dangers and complexity of the 
region's politics, enlightening 
what had been a rather 
simplistic sense of good Israelis 
and bad Arabs. 


Is that really "erosion" of es- 


sential support, let alone some 
kind of perfidy or anti- 
Semitism? The Gelb survey, for 
example, disclosed no threat in 
Congress to the provision of 
ample military aid to Israel, if 
not every dollar that might be 
demanded. It did show 
widespread belief that the return 
to the Arabs of most of the 
territory captured in the Six-Day 
War would have to be part of any 
political settlement. But most 
serious Middle East analysts 
have never really questioned 
that; the manner, the timing and 
Arab response to the return of 
captured territory are the real 
issues. If there now is a greater 
American understanding on this 
point, the resulting attitude here 
might more nearly lead Israel to 
an acceptable settlement than to 
cling to an ultimately untenable 
isolation — and give the Israeli i 
leaders who make such a settle- 
ment the necessary rationale and 
support for doing so.

Similarly, the Palestinian 


question was always one that 
sooner or later had to be faced 
by the Israelis, unless Israel was 
to go on indefinitely as an armed 
and threatened outpost. Possibly 
the focal point of a new world 
war. It does not pre-judge the ul- 
timate resolution of that ques- 
tion to say that if it is speeded by 
American anxiety to avoid war 
in the Middle East and in 
general, and by a new American 
sense of the complexity of the 
Arab-Israeli conflict, the cause 
of Israel's survival could be well 
served. The proof will be in the 
pudding, but meanwhile it 
beggars reason to argue that 
anything short of unquestioning 
support for rigid Israeli defiance 
is an indefensible "erosion" of 
the true faith.

NEW YORK — As we near the 200th anniversary 


of the United States Army, it is time to pause a bit and 
recollect that there's always been a GI Joe around 
America and the world, thank God, a kind of steady 
fellow who marches to a distant drum that sometimes 
only he can hear. 


Joe jigged into step with others like him two cen- 


turies ago in protest against George ID'S "Intolerable 
Acts," harsh codes intended to punish the colonies for 
dumping his Majesty's oolong into Boston harbor. 


Joe didn't ask any questions about "what's in it 


for me?" when he headed across hill and dale toward 
war. He knew what was in it for him: his right to be 
his own man, and free. Gen. Thomas Gage he had 
hardly heard of. But somebody told him Gen. Gage 
was moving his Redcoats toward Concord to destroy 
or capture the pathetic arms the Americans had pain- 
fully cached there. That was too much. 


So Joe helped stop Gage in his bloody tracks at 


Lexington, Apr. 19,1775, and on the following June 17 
did the same, thank you, at a mound of earth named 
Breed's Hill, later known as Bunker.

Breed's or Bunker; it didn't matter. What 


mattered was the extraordinary knowledge gained 
through those hard times, namely, that Joe and his 
friends, second-class citizens of a mighty Crown, were 
every bit as good and tough and brave as the properly 
trained and disciplined forces of Britain. 


That was really something. Lessons learned from 


those battles left an imprint that was to last two long 
centuries and will continue to leaven the American 
military man as far into the future as the mind's eye 
can scan. 


The prime lesson was that which was best 


exemplified by George Washington, an old pro who 
heard a drum of his own and left the creature comforts 
of Mt. Vernon to become commander-in-chief of the 
Army, June 15,1775, at the request of the Second Con- 
tinental Congress. Washington approached his 
dangerous job with what was a relatively rare 
philosophy for those times. He preached and practiced 
that the American military was the servant, not the 
master, of the elected civilian government. And he 
made it stick. 


Lots of people forget what Joe did for his country 


in the 19th Century. The United States entered that 
century barely able to stand in its own two boots; it 
finished up as a continent-wide world power. Joe 
fought in 90 major wars, expeditions, campaigns and 
occupations during that century. He buffered for 
Lewis and Clark and Zebulon M. Pike, cut the roads to 
the opened West, deepened the harbors and rivers, 
laid the ties, stretched the communications wires, 
protected the mails, and Americanized the flood of im- 
migrants that flowed in from lands across the seas. 


It wasn't always roses. He fought against his 


brother in the War Between the States. One of his 
heroes, Tom Jefferson, reduced his ranks from 4,000 
to 2,600, but Joe shrugged and took it. 


But by the coming of the 20th Century, Joe was 


liberating fellow freedom-lovers as removed as Cuba is 
from the Philippines. He was digging a big ditch in 
Panama and killing a tough little bug that tried to stop 
him by giving him yellow fever.

There was a bigger and bloodier war after that, 


followed by the first war of the United Nations and a 
war in Indochina that Joe didn't quite understand.

written a belated tribute to the Joes of the U.S. Army 
entitled "Against the Tide - An Argument in Favor of 
the American Soldier." It portrays Joe as a very 
human being, given to occasional beefs and gnpes, Dut 
always ready to put his life on the line if his country s 
security and honor is at stake. The book knocks down 
four perennial raps that have burdened the American 
fighting man from the start: 


—That Army training turns men (and women) 


into robots; that many veterans, particularly from 
Vietnam become detrimental to society; that career 
soldiers are martinets, and that "... privates are op- 
pressed pawns; junior officers naive, and senior of- 
ficers manipulators."

Joe's in another kind of Army now. All volunteer 


again, because of more intelligent recruitment and 
communications. It's better trained and equipped than 
any we ever had before. He's spread all over Christen- 
dom and then some. 


He actually has been tailored into his uniform, not 


He eats better than he and his pal, 
Willie, did in World War EL He's lots wanner than he 
was at Valley Forge. Nobody tells him to shave his 
head. He's studying everything from archaeology to 
zoology, and making many times as much as he ever 
made in his life.

Hospital administrators and pathologists 
also opposed the bill and I am sure this must have been for 
economic reasons because, of course, any untrained laboratory 
worker can be hired for less money. 


Through continuing education, workshops and properly 


supervised training, NSMT hopes to upgrade the quality of 
laboratory service given to even the smallest hospital. 


We have not had the money to hire expensive lobbyists, but 


I have been gathering small contributions from loyal NSMT 
members and interested citizens who really have the welfare of 
the public at heart. 


We believe that the Board of Medical Technology will serve 


the Nebraska citizens and the medical technologists in the state 
very well, providing management of the profession by our peers 
rather than by hospital administrators, most of whom wouldn't - 
know a monocyte from a lymphocyte if they saw one. 


We urge that senators be contacted by phone or letter, to 


get LB 223 out of committee and passed by the 1975 Legislature.

WASHINGTON - President 


Ford has recently been invoking 
the name of his fellow- 
townsman from Grand Rapids. 
Mich., the late Senator Arthur 
Vandenberg, in the hope of 
creating bipartisan or non- 
partisan support for his foreign 
policy. 


"When one party controls the 


Congress, as did the Republican 
80th Congress, and the other par- 
ty controls the White House, as 
did President Truman's party, 
there must be cooperation," 
"Ford remarked in New York the 
other night, "or as Senator 
Vandenberg said, 'America 
would be devoid of any foreign 
policy at all.' " 


What has changed since the 


days of Arthur Vandenberg? the 
President asked, and concluded: 
"We need non-partisanship in 
foreign affairs today more than 
ever before. We need more, not 
less, credibility and continuity. 
We need more, not less, con- 
fidence in the honest motives 
and high patriotic concerns of 
one another." 


This is obviously true, but it is 


a poor historical analogy. For 
the opposition to President 
Ford's foreign policy in the 
Congress is not partisan. The op- 
position is real, sometimes mis- 
guided, and occasionally 
presumptuous enough to think 
that it can not only help for- 
mulate but actually execute 
foreign policy. But it is not 
motivated by considerations of 
political party interest.

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The President is upset 


because the Congress amended 
his trade bill, cut off military aid 
to Turkey, and threatens to 
reject his appeal for the ap- 
propriation of over $500 million 
in military aid to South Vietnam 
and Cambodia. But the opposi- 
tion on all three of these issues 
comes from both sides of the 
aisle, as does the opposition to 
his energy policy. 


Actually, Ford is getting more 


support from the leaders of the 
94th Democratic Congress on 
most foreign policy issues than 
Truman got from the 80th 
Republican Congress. Privately, 
he applauds the support he gets 
from the majority leader in the 
Senate, Mike Mansfield, and 


from the speaker and majority 
leader in the House, Carl Albert 
and Tip O'Neill, but publicly 
and surprisingly he chooses to 
blame his troubles on party 
motives. 


Presidents seem to like this 


technique, for the voters tend to 
support policies that are rejected 
tor reasons of politics. Truman, 
who seems to have become 
Ford's model, knew this better 
than most. For while he praised 
Vandenberg and boasted of the 
bipartisan foreign policy 
achievements of the Vandenberg 
days, he won his spectacular vic- 
tory in 1948 by running against 
"the do-nothing 80th Congress."

Ford's troubles on foreign 


policy stem from sincere 
differences over how to defend 
this nation's interests in the Mid- 
dle East, Southeast Asia and 
with Russia. They also arise 
much more from the revival of 
congressional confidence than 
from any new spasm of party 
spirit. 


The abuses of presidential 


power 
in V i e t n a m and 


Watergate produced a new 
determination in the last 
Congress to restore the con- 
stitutional balance, and this 
spirit has been fortified in the 
94th Congress by the younger 
and more aggressive men and 
women who were elected last 
November. 


Since the Democrats now con- 


trol the Congress with large 
majorities, it is easy to see this 
opposition as partisan, but the 
truth is that the Democrats can- 
not agree among themselves 
most of the time, let alone 
organize a solid party attack 
against the Republicans. 


The Vandenberg contribution 


to American foreign policy in the 
early postwar years was im- 
pressive, even historic, but the 
impulse for his conversion came 
primarily from elsewhere. 


John Foster Dulles convinced 


him that if rockets could be fired 
across the English Channel, it 
was only a matter of time before 
they could be fired across the 
oceans, destroying the notion of 
a safely isolated America. 


Dulles, Tom Dewey and others 


also persuaded him that it was 


not in the interests of the nation 
or the Republican Party to op- 
pose American participation in a 
new world peace organization, 
as Henry Cabot Lodge had led 
the battle against Woodrow 
Wilson and the League of 
Nations. 


Thus, the so-called bi-partisan 


foreign policy was originally a 
limited and informal agreement 
between the Roosevelt and 
Dewey forces to keep the forma- 
tion of the United Nations from 
becoming a partisan issue in the 
presidential election of 1944.

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Secretaries of State Byrnes, 


Marshall and Acheson — par- 
ticularly Acheson — took the 
lead in bringing Vandenberg into 
their confidence in the early 
days of the formulation of the 
Truman Doctrine, the Marshall 
Plan, and the North Atlantic 
Alliance. 


In fact, when these concepts 


were originally broached to him, 
he was usually startled and 
negative, but after daily con- 
sultation for weeks and months, 
he not only influenced the shape 
of the policies but worked out 
with the administration in ad- 
vance the best way to present 
the new policies to the Congress. 


Secretary of State Kissinger, 


like Ford, has talked about a 
"partnership" with Congress in 
the formulation of foreign policy 
but it cannot be said, for all his 
exertions, that he has been as 
forehanded or as candid with 
this Congress as Truman and 
Acheson were with Vandenberg 
and the 80th. 


Seldom a day went by in that 


critical early post-war period 
that Acheson did not call on 
Vandenberg at his apartment in 
the Wardman Park Hotel. No 
two men could have been more 
different in temperament or 
style, but they created precisely 
the kind of "partnership" Ford 
is now demanding. The 
difference then was that Truman 
took the initiative. It was only 
later, when the 80th Congress 
had given him just about 
everything he wanted in the 
foreign field that he attacked it 
politically for doing "nothing."

UNO Would Be 'Unhappy' 
If PE Building Postponed 


Omaha (API — University of 


Nebraska at Omaha Chancellor 
Ronald Roskens said Monday he 
would be "unhappy" if the con- 
struction of a physical education 
building at UNO is delayed as 
suggested by Gov J. James 
Exon 


In his budget message last 


week, Exon called for a delay of 
the building The Legislature 
already has authorized spending 
up to $2.7 million for the struc- 
ture. 


Roskens said, "We understand 


the problems of the economy 
today and realize it is difficult to 
find resources for everything 
We would be unhappy, however, 


if it became necessary to delay 
this long-needed facility. We 
hope it is not necessary " 


Rosekns also said he hopes 


UNO will receive more than the 
$10,000 which Exon proposed in 
his budget for planning a down- 
town education center. 


UNO had sought $1.8 million 


lor preliminary studies and the 
start of land acquisition for the 
center adjacent to the proposed 
Central Park Mall 


Roskens said that although the 


amount wasn't what the univer- 
sity sought, the inclusion of the 
$10,000 was an indication that 
the governor thinks the project 
is worth pursuing.

Aspm said a report by the Ar- 


my's Frankfort Arsenal dealt 
with the "principal Soviet ar- 
tillery, tank cannon and antiair- 
craft weapons systems in the 
field today." 


An Army spokesman said a 


preliminary check revealed that 
no one comprehensive report on 
the Soviet weapons was in- 
volved But the spokesman did 
not challenge Aspm's assertion 
that there was such a report 


The congressman said the 


report described the Soviet guns 
as better than U S. equipment 
because of simpler and more 
reliable design. 


"U.S. 
guns sacrifice effec- 


tiveness for fancy, 'goldplated" 
features that enrich contractors 
but result in guns that don't 
work very well," Aspin said 


The congressman, a constant 


critic of the Pentagon, said the 
Soviet weapons were heavier 
than those of the United States 
but the additional weight meant 
lower costs and simplicity of 
design. He said the Russian 
weapons wear longer, are easier 
to maintain and fire higher 
velocity projectiles that make 
them better antiarmor weapons.

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Cengas Plans Aerial Mapping Of Rooftop Heat Losses

Don't be startled if some night 


soon a low-flying airplane buzzes 
your home and awakens you 
from a sound sleep. 


No, it's not Big Brother 


keeping an eye on nocturnal ac- 
tivities. 


It's just part of Cengas' ther- 


mal scanning project, a simple 
technique with a sophisticated 
name 


At a news conference Monday, 


Glenn Bonacker, Cengas vice 
president of gas operations, 
explained that the "pilot" 
project's aim is to pinpoint 
which buildings in the communi- 
ty are losing heat. 


Not Feasible 


"We've known for a long time 


that heat nses and goes through 
ceilings of houses," Bonacker 
said But until recently, it hasn't 


been feasible to inspect every 
roof to measure heat loss. 


Cengas, the natural gas 


operations of Central Telephone 
and Utilities, has contracted 
with the Remote Sensing 
Institute of South Dakota State 
University at Brookings to deter- 
mine heat loss by measuring the 
apparent surface temperature of 
roofs The warmer the roof, the 
more heat escaping. 


It's an old concept. During 


World War II, for example, 
remote sensing was used to spot 
enemy installations at night 


However, Dr. Fred A Schmer 


of the Brookings' institute said 
thfc is the first time an infra-red 
sensing technique has been used 
to determine heat loss in a 
residential area. 


As soon as weather conditions 


in Lincoln cooperate, a twin- 
engine former naval recon- 
naissance plane with $250,000 of 


special equipment aboard will 
crisscross the city 38 times at an 
altitude of about 1,600 feet. 


Special Beacons 


During the flights, Cengas 


employes will help mark the 
routes with special beacon lights 
mounted atop company vehicles. 


The Lincoln flights will be on 


two clear, cold nights, preferable 
while snow is still on the ground. 
In additional one-night flights, 
the plane will also survey 
Beatrice, Columbus, Norfolk 
and Sioux Falls, S.D., weather 
permitting. 


During the flights, apparent 


roof temperatures will be 
recorded on magnetic tape, Dr. 
Schmer said. After the tape has 
been processed, which takes 
about a month, he said, trained 
Cengas personnel will be able to 
decipher the film (really a ther- 
mogram) for property owners 
who ask to see the reults. 


Property owners will be able 


to determine for free if their 
homes are adequately insulated, 
Bonacker said.

Taxing District Law Said Unconstitutional 


A 1969 law which authorizes 


cities of 5,000 people or less to 
establish downtown taxing dis- 
tricts has been attacked in the 
Nebraska Supreme Court on 
constitutional grounds. 


A Kearney attorney, H. L. 


Blackledge, told the court in a 
written brief that the law im- 
pairs franchise contracts, unlaw- 
fully delegates legislative 
authority and fails to restrict 
expenditure of tax funds. 


In addition, Blackledge, whose 


office lies within Kearney's 
Downtown Improvement and 
Parking District, said the 
Kearney ordinance which es- 
tablished the distort is likewise 
defective. 


The 1969 Legislature gave first 


and second class cities the power 


to set up the special taxing dis- 
trict in order to help downtown 
business districts, particularly 
with parking problems. The 
Legislature felt the cities lacked 
sufficient money to construct 
lighting and public parking lots 
on their own. 


Blackledge said the law is un- 


constitutional because it 
stipulates that all residents of 
the district must have city ap- 
proval before improvements 
costing in excess of $5,000 can be 
made. 


"Hundreds of franchises now 


in existence would be directly 
upset by this provision, and the 
sanctity of contracts thrown out 
the window," he said. 


Blackledge noted the Buffalo 


District Court said that provision 


is unconstitutional but failed to 
rule in his favor. 


The law also states that when 


such districts are dissolved all 
remaining revenue shall revert 
to the City Council. Thus, he said 
the funds could be used to pay 
off bonds or send the mayor to a 
convention in Honolulu. 


"We submit that this single 


provision ... is so broad and far- 
reaching in its ultimate effects 
that it defies and violates almost 
every constitutional restriction 
or control that could be im- 
agined," he said. 


The Kearney ordinance, he 


argued, is "a masterpiece of 
monstrosity" which allows the 
city to jail the employe of a 
business owner who failed to pay 
the distncts's tax. 


"It shocks the conscience, and 


it should not be permitted to 
stand." he said 


The tax itself is inequitable, be 


said, because it is based solely on 
a busmess's square footage 
without any consideration of its 
assessed valuation or income. 
The tax must meet the con- 
stitutional tests of uniformity 
and proportion, he said. 


The Kearney district, he said, 


is substantially smaller than 
what is generally regarded as the 
downtown business district. 
Hence, he said, it is arbitrary 
and discriminatory, since some 
businesses which benefit from 
the district's lighting and paving 
projects are not taxed. 


Hastings, Union Dispute Representation 
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Omaha (UPI) - Attorneys for 


the city of Hastings and a newly 
formed labor union presented 
oral arguments Monday before 
the State Court of Industrial 
Relations in a case involving un- 
ion representation. 


The hearing ended Monday 


afternoon with the court 
ordering attorneys for both sides 
to present written bnefs in two 
to three weeks. A decision will 
be handed down later, a court 
spokesman said. 


The two issues before the in- 


dustrial court are whether the 
union is to be permitted to 
represent a fifth department, 
after winning jurisdiction over 
four others, and how to deter- 
mine who is in a supervisory or 
management capacity, according 
to William Harding of Lincoln, 


attorney for Hastings. 


Both Harding and Daniel 


Boone, a union representative, 
agreed that the case before the 
court would not affect contract 
negotiations now going on 
between the city and union, the 
Communications Workers of 
America. "People will stay on 
the job," Boone said. 


Harding said the city's posi- 


tion was that the union filed for 
an election to represent four 
departments and thus waived 
the right to include the fifth 
department. 


He said the issue did not sur- 


face until the union election, 
when an employe of the fifth 
department, the auditorium 
department, appeared at the 
polling place. 


Boone, who said the Hastings 


union was the first CWA city 
employes' unit in Nebraska, said 
the union denies the city's con- 
tention that it waived the right 
to represent additional 
departments. 


On the issue of supervisory 


personnel, Harding said 
guidelines were needed to deter- 
mine who is to be described as 
management personnel. The 
court did not make a determina- 
tion on the matter at the time of 
the original hearing, he said.

Area Fishing Stressed By Lindner 
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By TOM VINT 
Outdoor Writer 


Every fisherman dreams of 


catching a fish worthy of hanging on 
the living room wall. A mammoth 
northern pike, muskie, walleye, bass 
or trout is a prize most fishermen 
dream about but never see. 


The search for suck fish takes 


hopeful anglers to the upper reaches 
of Canada in most instances, lucre, 
advertisements claim 39-pound 
northerns or musUes, Iv-plns-pound 
walleye, or 59-pound lake trout are 
common. 


"It's not true anymore," says Al 


Lindner, in Lincoln Monday for'the 
third Lincoln Fishing Class co- 
sponsored by the Park and Recrea- 
tion Department and Surplus Center. 


"You"ll see pictures of these 30- 


pounders, but they don't tell you how 
old they are," Lindner said. "Some of 
those pictures are 10 years old. Places 
like God's Lake, Great Bear Lake and 
a bunch of others aren't like they used 
to be. Anymore, a 15-pound fish is 
good in camp." 


Lindner, considered the top 


walleye fisherman in the country and 
among the best all-around fish 
catchers anywhere, said Canada is still 
fine for numbers of fish, but if an 
angler is after trophy fish, Nebraskans 
would be better off looking closer to 
home. 


"There is a lot of relatively un- 


fished water around the Midwest," he 
explained. "For instance, North 
Dakota and South Dakota, along the 
Missouri River reservoir system, 
offers some of the best northern and 
walleye fishing you're gonna find 
anywhere. 


"In the section of river from 


above the Ohae Lake dam north of 
Pierre to the Garrison dam, there is 
the biggest total surface acres of man- 
made lake found anywhere in North 
America," Lindner said. "From that 
section of river comes the South 
Dakota state record northern. I think 
it's about 33 pounds. And the state 
record for North Dakota. I think that's 
about 35 pounds. 


"The Fish and 
Game 


Departments have netted 51-pounders 


out of there. And they feel, where 
there is one, there has to be others," 
the walleye catcher added. 


The world record northern pike is 


only 45 pounds, according to Lindner. 


"I've never been up there during 


the northern run," he said. "I always 
go around the walleye run which is too 
late for the northern, but it's a trip 
I've always wanted to make. It would 
be a dream trip. They don't catch all 
that many fish but the ones they do 
are huge. 


"And the thing about North. 


Dakota and South Dakota is they are 
begging people to come up there and 
catch their fish," Lindner emphasized. 
"Their tourism must be bad because 
they don't really publicize the fishing 
that much." 


But while North Dakota and 


South Dakota may be offering trophy 
fishing for walleye and northern, 
smallmouth bass and muskie, Lindner 
feels the midwestern river systems 
offer an almost untapped potential. 


"The Missouri and Missippi River 


systems offer some of the best fishing 


you'll find anywhere," he said. "Near- 
ly every river system is underfished. 
One of the best strings of walleyes I've 
ever caught was fishing the Mississippi 
River in Iowa. 


"It looks like you're in a 


'wilderness back in some of those 


Sloughs," he said of the Mighty 
Mississippi. "And back in those waters 
you'll find pound bluegill, two-pound 
crappie and five and six-pound 
largemouth bass. It's some of the best 
bass fishing you'll find anywhere and 
nobody fishes it." 


Lindner says the Missouri River 


offers a similar situation with walleye, 
northern, bass, catfish and panfish. 
And, he feels Nebraska's Platte River 
could fall in the same "unfished" 
category by comparison. 


"Our man-made and natural lakes 


get a lot of fishing pressure," he said. 
"By comparison, the rivers are 
almost unfished, yet they offer 
probably the best fishing potential of 
all. You don't have to go far to find 
good fishing in the Midwest. If it's not 
in one of your favorite lakes, you can 
bet it'll be in a river." 


Willis Doubtful For K-State Game

Nebraska's Cornhuskers are 


faced with the probability, of 
playing co-Big Eight leader Kan- 
sas State Wednesday night in 
Manhattan, Kan., without star- 
ting guard Steve Willis. 


Willis sprained an ankle when 


he was hit after he missed a 
driving layup in the last minute 
and half of Saturday's 62-61 loss 
at Colorado. 


It wasn't believed to be a bad 


sprain at first, but the ankle 
swelled up on him Sunday and 
he spent most of the day with its 
packed in ice to reduce the 
swelling. He missed Monday's 
workout and probably won't be 
available against the Wildcats. 


Coach Joe Cipriano said Mon- 


day at his weekly press briefing 
it's between 6-1 freshman Eric 
Coard and 6-6 sophomore Phil 
Chambers for the starting spot 
opposite junior Jerry Fort. 


With the possibility Kansas 


State will use some zone defense 
against the Buskers, Willis' 
absence could cause problems 
because he's the key against a 
zone with his passing ability. 


Fort probably will be called on 


to move into Willis' spot with 
either Coard or Chambers at the 


other guard. 


Both Coard and Chambers 


have been seeing more action 
recently than they did early in 
the season. 


Kansas State has a pair of out- 


standing guards in Chuckle 
Williams and Mike Evans, but 
Cipriano isn't as worried about 
that pair as he is of stopping 
KSU's inside game headed up by 
Carl Gerlach and Darryl 
Winston. 


"Fort has done a good job the 


last two times covering 
Williams," Cipriano said. "And 
Chambers is quick enough to 
handle Evans." 


The Husker coach noted that 


Chambers has "quickness to 
burn" and that he gives Fort 
'Ifits" in practice. "He has im- 
proved so much from last year 
because he never had much fun- 
damentals taught him in high 
school. He still has some 
problems with ball handling, but 
he gives us some defense we 
want. I thought he did a good job 
against Colorado." 


It appared likely Rickey Harris 


will again draw a starting 
forward assignment. "Harris did 
a pretty good job defensively and 
boardwise against 
Colorado," 


Cipriano said. Harris, however, 
has yet to get really involved in 
the offense. 


For that matter, all the 


Huskers had shooting problems 
against Colorado as Nebraska 
woundup with a .260 average 
from the field after hitting just 
.214 in the first half. 


"It wasn't a matter of not 


having the effort at Colorado," 
Cipriano said. "There were 
some very crucial calls that 
made the difference between 
winning and losing." 


One was the play on which 


Willis was injured. "When Fort 
passed to Willis going in for the 
layup, I said to myself 'we finally 
have them whipped, then he 
missed the shot and there was no 
call,'" Cipriano said. 


Nebraska has played well 


enough to get leads the last cou- 
ple of games against Oklahoma 
and Colorado, but Cipriano 
doesn't think his Jeam has 
played very smart. "Nothing has 
been very consistent," he said. 
"We started out shooting over 
.500 in the conference and stayed 
there for about five games. 


"Against Oklahoma we gave 


up only 51 points going into U,e 
overtime. The defense held up, 
but we had 26 mistakes. Against 
Colorado we got people in foul 
trouble and that changes our 
whole team. That's why we've 
stayed with six players pretty 


much." 


Cipriano said he can't say his 


team is completely out of the Big 
Eight race. "If we come back 
and get hot again there's no 
telling what will happen. The 
morale is good and I have a lot of 
respect for them," he added. 


Nebraska now is 5-4 and in 


fourth place, but the Huskers are 
just two games off the pace 
being set by co-leading Kansas 
and Kansas State. 


KSU, beaten last Saturday by 


Oklahoma 78-71, and Kansas, a 
59-57 winner over Oklahoma 


State, are tied at the top with 7-2 
records. 


"We got into an early hole," 


K-State coach Jack Hartman 
said after the OU loss. "That's 
asking a lot of yourself. We've 
done the same thing the last 
three games and that's a 
dangerous signal." 


The Huskers and Wildcats 


have split so far this year, K- 
State winning 80-63 in the con- 
ference tournament and 
Nebraska taking the league 
opener 74-61 here back on Jan. 
18.

Fonner Switches To Nine Races Daily

Grand Island-Fonner Park officials know 


one group will be more than elated with the 
switch to nine horse races each racing day -the 
horsemen. 


"We really made it for the horsemen. . . 


they love it," said Fonner general manager Al 
Swihart. "They've talked about it for several 
years. We've always bad nine races for the first 
three weekends and that't a tough period for 
filling races. 


"We might not have full fields with bad 


weather on some days, but it isn't really that 
much of a change from last year," he added. 
"There were only 12 days when we didn't run 
nine races last year."

While Fonner will undoubtedly show an in- 


crease in total mutuel handle it may not report 
an overall increase in profits. Only eight races 
were held on some weekdays last year, but with 
lower expenses. 


"Our costs will be up since we have to give 


away another purse," Swihart said. "That's at 
least another $1,700 and we gave all the mutuel 
employes a raise because of the extra race." 


Swihart added that an average of 76 horses 


were needed to fill an eight-race card while 86 
would fill a nine-race program. 


Fonner Park will thus become the second 


Nebraska race track to schedule nine races 


Fonner opens its 40«tay meet on Feb. 27 
every day. Ak-Sar-Ben in Omaha has held nine 


with Thursday through Saturday racing the first 
.races each day for many years. 


The Grand Island track is in the second of a 


two-year contract with the horsemen. Fonner 
Park, the only Nebraska track operating with a 
past-year contract, will return 49Vi% of its 
share of the mutuel handle to horsemen. 


That means that the 1975 purse schedule is 


finalized and there will not be a readjustment of 
the purses to compensate for either an increase 
or decrease in this year's mutuel handle. 


Racing secretary Dean Williams also 


expects few problems with filling nine races 
each day. 


"It'll spread the horses a little thinner," he 


said. "But the only time I think we'd have any 
trouble would be if the track was real bad." 


Williams said he informed owners applying 


for stalls this season that horses would be here 
to run-ndt to sit in the barns.

"We've been awful careful this year to get 


people who wan? to run here," he said. "We 
gave them stalls with the intent of having them 
run their horses. We don't have that many stalls. 


"We did it (adding the extra race)) to help 


the horsemen, so we expect them to cooperate 
and run their horses," Williams added. 


Swihart refused to accurately predict if ad- 


ding one race might boost attendance, but he 
noted that it possibly could hike the crowds 
from the Grand Island area. He added that the 
workers leaving their jobs might attend the 
races more since they could see an extra race 
each day. 


"That might be offset by people driving 


here from Omaha or Lincoln who might not 
want to wait an extra half-hour for the races to 
get over. We don't know how it will influence 
our crowds, since our crowds haven't fluctuated 
much on the days that we run eight or nine 
races."

Carlos Gonzales' interest in wrestling didn't just happen. 


It was nurtured 


He's grown up around the sport since arriving at Boys 


Town 11 years ago His older brothers, Frank and Phil, made 
sure of that 


Carlos, the state's top-ranked 


Class B 126-pounder, won his 100th 
varsity career match last Saturday 
in district competition at Boys 
Town. 


Even more significant, the vic- 


tory was Gonzales' 65th straight, 
making him a marked man in his 
bid for a third straight state cham- 
pionship Friday and Saturday at 
Pershing Auditorium. 


Carlos can become the un- 


disputed high school wrestling king 
in his family with another state ti- 
tle. 


Brother Frank twice won state AAA championships at 


Bonner Springs (Kan.) before going on to win the outstan- 
ding wrestler award last year at Santa Anna (Calif.) Junior 
College. 


Brother Phil won one Nebraska state high school title 


before going on to achieve even greater success at the 
University of Nebraska at Omaha where he's twice gained 
NAIA national championship honors. 


"With my brothers around, I was wrestu'ng by the time I 


was in the third grade," recalls Carlos. "Everything just 
came naturally." 


Carlos left Boys Town for two years to live with his sister 


in Kansas when he was an eighth grader and a freshman. 


He was unbeaten as a freshman at Bonner Springs, but 


lost twice and finished fourth in the Kansas state meet. His 
only other two prep losses were suffered his sophomore 
season at Boys Town when he won the state Class A 105- 
pound title. 


Last year, Carlos zipped to a 27-0 record en route to the 


state lift-pound championship. This season, he's 23-0 in his 
bid for 126-pound honors. 


The .65 straight wins have made him a marked man, 


Carlos admits. "They want to get the name," he says of his 
opponents. "I don't blame them. I'd be doing the same 
thing." 


Carlos believes his reputation causes opponents to wres- 


tle above and beyond their abilities when they meet him. 


"They seem to wrestle tougher," he observes. "But I 


go out after them just as much as they come out after me. 
That's all I can do — go as aggressively as I can every match, 
so there won't be any letdowns." 


Carlos doesn't concern himself with records. He was

"My main concern is winning and getting a good 


wrestling scholarship," relates Carlos, an above average stu- 
dent at Boys Town.

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Habitat, Wildlife Population Conference Topics

' Proper habitat is the key to 


wildlife abundance It has been. 
and still is. a fundamental truth 
and the basis for the wildlife 
con<enation movement." said 
Ed Koacky. 


Koack>. director of consena- 


tion for Winchester-Western 
I)i\.. Olin Corporation, opened 
the Nebraska Wildlife Habitat 
Conference in Lincoln Saturday 
with the theme of the con- 
ference — find a way to improve 
habitat in improving wildlife 
populations. 


Over 150 interested game 


biologists, educators, farmers, 
conservationists, ranchers and 
sportsmen put their heads 
together on seven working com- 
mittees to determine methods of 
accomplishing the goals for 
more and better habitat for 
wildlife 


Sunday morning the com- 


mittees made their reports 
Many new ideas were presented 
and some not so new were 
altered But as onlooker John 
Popowski. director of the South 
Dakota Department of Game, 
Fish and Parks, told the con- 
ference, "We're all in the same 
boat 
We all need to work 


together for habitat." 


The concensus of worker 


opinions at the conference was 
in agreement. If nothing else 
was resolved, the fact that all the 
varied backgrounds cooperated 
and put forth an effort in the 
common cause of wildlife was a 
successful accomplishment in 
itself 


Probably foremost on the 


habitat committee reports was 
the preservation and enhance- 
ment of upland game on private 
lands. 


Dr. Phillip Gibson, University 


of Nebraska spokesman for the 
committee on private lands, 
started on an optimistic note for 
the group's listing of habitat and 
wildlife improvements and in- 
centives to landowners. 


Gibson's committee indicated 


a coordinated effort by wildlife 
agencies need to put forth to 
coordinate and aid landowner 
habitat production A specific 
goal program for types of 
wildlife and desired habitat also 
should be carried out. 


Agencies need to instill ap- 


preciation of habitat lands, do 
their part to improve young 
hunters in the field and provide 
more professional consultation 
to farm groups Organized hun- 
ting groups could be called upon 
to aid in hunter improvement to 
Jessen ill feelings created by the 
so-called slob hunters 


The private lands group called 


for the fencing off of odd areas, 
such as streams, pond?, shelter 
belts and the like to produce 
excellent habitat And the use of 
two p a r t i c u l a r f a r m i n g 
techniques (crop rotation and 
ec'o-fallowi would provide more 
weedy cover, more wildlife 
habitat and improve crop 
production, according to Gibson. 


The committee chairman also 


stated public works programs 
currently being formulated or of 
future organization could be 
directed to habitat improve- 
ment. Power districts and 
railway systems could be con- 
tacted tor their aid in providing 
wildlife lands 


The ^introduction of hunter 


service programs by landowners 
would provide landowner incen- 
tive through financial gain, ac- 
I 
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cording to the report. This 
program would ha\e farmers 
and ranchers housing hunters, 
guiding them or collecting 
landuse lease payments for their 
raising of wildlife. 


Gibson pointed out Natural 


Resource Districts may hold the 
greatest key to wildlife habitat 
production through the districts' 
program of set-aside acres. And. 
he added, plans should be 
prepared for use of federal 
funds such as the now defunct 
CAP and REAP-acre programs.

PAWTUCKET, R.I. (AP) - 


William Robinson travels around 
New England looking horses in 
the mouth. He's an equine den- 
tist, one of the few in the coun- 
try licensed to care for the teeth 
of race horses. 


Robinson stops at tracks and 


riding stables to file and pull 
teeth. "I go wherever there are 
horses," he said. 


He's not a veterinarian, but 


has made his living for nine 
years as a horse dentist. He went 
into the business after noticing 
that veterinarians often seemed 
too busy to bother with teeth. 


The job is dangerous and low- 


paying business, said Robinson, 
and cracked ribs and gashed 
fingers are commonplace. 


"I've been hurt so many times 


that I don't even think about it 
anymore. It just goes with the 
job." he said. 


"Just last week, a horse rolled 


me over and stepped on me a 
few times. I've got a perfect 
horseprint on my back." 


Robinson said horses' baby 


teeth must be pulled, and sharp 
edges must be filed off adult 
teeth once a year so they will not 
cut their cheeks. 


As for getting along with his 


patients, Robinson said, "If you 
go into the stall with a pushy at- 
titude, the horse will fight back. 


"You have to put him at ease. 


It's like working with a retarded 
child. You have to keep from up- 
setting him. If you're easy going, 
they get lulled into a calm 
manner, and you can work on 
them. Sometimes they even

Nixon Says 
He'll Offer

Washington (AP) — Former 


President Richard M. NLxon has 
declared his intention to offer 1.- 
300 cubic feet of pre-presidential 
papers to the United States, the 
General Services Administration 
said Monday.

previously by Nixon, a GSA 
spokesman said.

Prisoner Rescue Affempf Is Mystery

Jhone: Food Stamp 
Effort Seems Stalled 


Washington (UPI) — Rep. 


Charles Thone, R-Neb. said 
Monday House agriculture sub- 
committee on which he is senior 
minority party member ap- 
parently has been stymied in an 
attempt to save more than $100 
million in taxes. 


He said the subcommittee had 


hoped to make the saving by 
barring college students from 
middle and upper income 
families from obtaining food 
stamps. 


"Some of us even had dim 


hopes of outlawing food stamps 
for strikers," Thone said. "We 
wanted to close loopholes and 
cut costs of the food stamp 
program, which has grown 
from a cost of $248 million in 
1969 to more than $3.5 billion in 
the year that begins in July" 


He cited as one example of 


abuse the situation in Clark 
County, Ga., where 40% of food 
stamp recipients are students at 
ther University of Georgia. 


It appears, Thone added, the 


full House Agriculture Com- 
mittee will spend several hun- 
dred thousand dollars on a year- 
long study of the food stamp 
program. 
^ 


"Based on the new makeup of 


the full committee and the 
background of some of the peo- 


ple who may be hired as con- 
sultants for the study, I wouldn't 
be surprised if the result is per- 
mission of more abuses of the 
program instead of elimination 
of present ones," Thone said. 


The program reflects the 


changed 
nature of the 


Agriculture Committee, which 
will give attention first to city 
consumers, according to the con-' 
gressman. 


"It will be difficult to get a fair 


hearing for agriculture in the 
House of Representatives where 
a majority of the 435 members 
have not a single farmer living in 
their districts," he said. "I hope 
city dwelling members of 
Congress won't be shortsighted 
but will realize that for con- 
sumers to obtain plentiful food 
at reasonable prices requires 
production incentives for 
farmers." 


Thone said target and loan 


prices for grain should be up- 
dated and predicted proposed 
legislation governing pesticide 
use "will bring a knock-down, 
drag-out fight." 


If unnecessary restrictions on 


pesticide use are imposed, the 
congressman said, housewives 
will pay for the action through 
higher food costs.

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Life Begins At Forty: 
Volunteers Teach Reading

QUESTION: - I believe I 
could teach reading 
if ° 
nly 
someone could instruct me 
about how to do it. Is there any 
place I could learn to teach non- 
readers how to read? Someone 
mentioned the Lauback system 
to me. What is that? 


ANSWER: - You are not the 


first reader who has shown in- 
terest in this form of volunteer 
service, and now I have gotten 
the material together about it. 


In the first place there are es- 


timated to be 20 million persons 
in the United States who cannot 
read. So it is pretty obvious that 
this is a form of volunteer work 
which is much needed and will 
make an important contribution 
to enriching someone else's life. 


Laubach Literacy Inc., is the 


name of the national volunteer 
organization to which the many 
local groups are affiliated. Their 
address is Box 131, Syracuse, 
N.Y. 13201. 


If you don't find a "Laubach 


Literacy Council" listing in your 
phone book, write to Syracuse, 
telling them you are interested 
in working with them, and they 
will send you the necessary in- 
formation about organizing a 
local unit for your town or city. 


Chicago, for example, has six 


organized groups. Nationwide, 
the most highly organized units 
are in Oregon and California, but 
the 20 million illiterate 
Americans are disbursed all 
around the country, so there is 
much work to be done. 


The way this organization 


works at the local level is this: 
They find or train a qualified 
skills teacher who gives a 12- 
hour course for tutors. Then the 
names of the certified tutors are 
given to the local placement 
chairman, who has a list of the 
clients who wish to learn how to 
read. That chairman tries to 
match tutor with pupils, in 
general with respect to age and 
where they live so that neither 
pupil nor teacher will have to 
travel too far from home for the 
lessons, which are usually once a 
week. 


In addition, there is a 


"homework" assignment with 
each lesson. Often this work has 
to be done with the tutor at first 
as it requires writing, and a non- 
reader is likely to be unable to 
write. 


The organization has a series 


of eight skill books, which the 
teacher uses. If the teacher can 
pay the $1.65 per book, fine, but 
the organization provides the 


books free to teachers who can- 
not affort it. 


Lauback Literacy Inc., is the 


name of the American branch of 
an organization that is working 
in 305 countries all over the 
world, teaching reading in 105 
languages or dialects. 


All this was begun by a 


Presbyterian medical missionary 
who went to the Philippines and 
decided someone had to help the 
natives there to learn to read and 
write. His name was Frank 
Laubach. His son, Robert, now 
directs the worldwide group. 


Several things about this 


organization are exciting and un- 
ique. In the first place, whether 
the local organization is large or 
small, everyone who works is a 
volunteer. The only paid per- 
sonnel are in the Syracuse office. 


Laubach Literacy receives no 


f i n a n c i a l aid from any 
governmental organization, local 
state or national. They do 
receive grants from interested 
foundations, but much of their 
funding is by small contributions 
from interested persons. Local 
church or library groups often 
dispense information about the 
system.

Charges Said Being Prepared 
Against Texas Grain Company 


DALLAS (AP) — Texas Agri- 


culture Commissioner John C. 
White says felony charges are 
being prepared in connection 
with his department's probe into 
the financial books of American 
Grain and Cattle Inc. (AGO of 
Plainview, The Dallas Morning 
News reported Monday in a 
copyright story. 


The newspaper quoted White 


as saying charges are fteing 
prepared now and will be filed 
"within a couple of days" by the 
district attorney in the county, 
although he declined to reveal 
the location or identity. 


White was quoted as saying 


the. investigation so far has 
turned up one transaction at a 
West Texas grain storage 
elevator involving a former AGC 
employe that concerns alleged 
theft of money. 


Until the charges are filed. 


The News said White had asked 
it not to publish details of the 
case, although he explained 
them fully. 


The Agriculture Department 


began its probe of AGC in early 
January after discovering book- 
keeping errors in recording grain 
transactions at the firm's Corpus 
Christi elevator. 


So far, 2.5 million pounds of 


grain 
sorghum 
is missing, 


which White's inspectors say is 
really moisture that evaporated 
out of the stored grain, The 
News said.

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Radio News Gains 
Professional Status 


By H. L. HOFFMASTER

Once upon a time what listeners heard over radio newscasts 


was the morning or afternoon newspaper. 


A statement like that can start a pretty good argument between 


newspaper and radio people as to whether or not it's a fairy tale. 


But fairy tale or not ... the story has a happy ending. 
Now, 
in Lincoln, what listeners mostly hear is radio news, 


written for radio by real radio newsmen. 


Who says so? 
Both critics and the radio professionals themselves . .. news 


directors Joe Kafka, Norm Francis and Marshall Prichard. 


'Rip And Read' 


Prichard came to station KLMS six years ago when it was es- 


sentially a "rip and read" operation - the disc jockeys ripped copy 
otf the Associated Press or United Press International machines, 
ran to the microphone at regular intervals and pretended to be 
newsmen. 


They also waited for the morning Star to be delivered (or the 


afternoon Journal, or the Omaha World-Herald) to spice up the 
national/ international/state news with some pirated local copy. 


Pete Mayeaux, broadcast journalism professor at the Universi- 


ty of Nebraska-Lincoln, has praise of sorts for Lincoln's new era 
radio newscastmg. 


"They are progressing well," but he would bke to see more 


feature reporting, longer newscasts in the prime "drive-time" 
between 6 and 9 30 a m and 3 and 6.30 p m., and more extensive 
coverage of the Legislature 


KFOR does have several long news specials, including 15- 


minute ones and some that even range up to 30 minutes. 


Comparing Lincoln radio to same-size markets, Mayeaux says 


the stations "do what most people would do." 


The three major radio newscast organizations — KFOR, KLIN 


and KFOR — all have real newsroom operations, staffed with real 
news people. 


'Grandfather' Hanlon 


Extensive, responsible Lincoln radio news operations began 


with the "grandfather of electronic reporting" in the Capital City — 
John Hanlon 


He worked as a radio newsman in all three stations for 28 years 


from the 1950s into the early 1970s when he became U.S. Rep. 
Charles Thone's district coordinator. 


Hanlon refuses to take credit as "grandfather" of good radio 


reporting "Only the 'grandfather' part is right," he said. Hanlon is 
55 


He passes some credit bark to Norm Francis for being m on the 


beginnings of good radio journalism in Lincoln 


"I just think that (unbiased and broad reporting) is the way to 


do i t " 


Hanlon set up KLIN's news operation in the late '50s, then 


went to KLMS in 1960 and to KFOR from 1964 to 1973. KFOR went 
from one full-timer (Hanlon) to three full-timers under his direc- 
tion . at the same time, the station captured the biggest share of the 
market 


Lincoln's radio news directors don't really bristle when asked 


it they steal news — but they come close 


Kafka, Francis and Pnchard say they have too much pride in 
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KAFKA . . . some long news shows. 


their work to pirate except in an emergency. And they all point out 
that newspapers have been known to be scooped, then print wire 
news stones which have come from the local radio stations. 


$200,000 A Year 


Together, the stations spend over $200,000 a year in news 


operations to cover Lincoln events and circumstances. The money 
is spent on nine full-timers, plus a handful of part-timers using all 
kinds of sophisticated electronic gear The $200,000-plus doesn't 
cover m-station, fixed equipment which is a capital investment of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 


All this effort is directed at somewhere between 100,000 and 


150,000 claimed listeners. 


KFOR, the granddaddy of Lincoln radio news stations, says it 


reaches 60,000 persons; KLMS says it has 44,000, and KLIN'b Norm 
Francis won't guess. 


Francis doesn't pay any attention to the ratings, he said, 


because they don't accurately reflect listeners per newscast and 
because the ratings can be artificially flexed to make the situation 
look better or worse. 


Kafka, KFOR, and Pnchard, KLMS, agree that ratings can be 


misleading, but both believe that KLIN trails them in audience. 


The primary area the three stations broadcast to has a popula- 


tion of roughly 200,000. 


If listeners could hear all the stations' local newscasts, they 


would hear 75-80 five-minute segments containing 375 stories, most 
of which would be repetitive but constantly updated and/or 
rewritten. 


Vast Duplication 


The amount of duplication between stations is vast since none 


has a special and different approach. 


KLMS is a "rock" station according to detractors, but Prichard 


says the news is not slanted toward the 18- to 35-year-old group 
which makes up most of the listenership. He also refers to the 
music on KLMS as "contemporary." 


Francis says both KLIN and KFOR fight for the same audience 


— a mixed one of old, young, educated, rich, poor, etc. 


None of the stations profess a special point of view except 


reporting the news as it is. 


However, KFOR is going for a little more "happy talk" in Us 


newscasts 


Kafka sees value in juicing up the news with humor and a little 


entertainment. It's a practice that has critics among other Lincoln 
radio newsmen. 


Who are these men who direct the radio news operations? 
Francis came back to Lincoln after being a radio gypsy. He 


started at KLMS as a disc jockey, then went to KFOR as a DJ, to 
Korea, then Armed Forces radio news, to KFOR as news director, 
to WCAR in Detroit as news director, to WQUA in Mohne, HI, to 
Channel 3 in Kearney and back to Lincoln at KLIN in June of 1973. 


He's glad to be back, too. The big time in Detroit impressed 


him negatively. Riots surrounded the station in the late '60s and 
Francis opted for a better city to live in. 


Francis, an Elmwood native and University of Nebraska pad, 


is the old man of the radio news people (as opposed to the per- 
sonalities, disc jockeys and luminaries) at 40. 


Kafka and Pnchard are both 27 
Kafka came to KFOR as news director from KNCY in 


Nebraska City where he was operations manager, "jock" and 
newsman He graduated from Brown Institute of Broadcasting in 
Minneapolis. 


Prichard, a native of Pine Ridge, is a University of Nebraska- 


Lincoln product and returned to Lincoln after a stint at WRAM in 
Monmouth, 111. 


Keep Hands In 


All three directors still keep their hands in on the collecting, 


writing and broadcasting of news as well as setting policy and the 
other executive duties of middle management. 


All have roughly the same approaches and attitudes about 


radio reporting: it's legitimate, important and here to stay. 


And to a one they value the same things that journalists are 


supposed to value, facts and the accurate representation of those 
facts. 


But radio and newspapers and television are different. Lin- 


coln's radio news directors see the three media as compatible 
rather than competitive. 


None see Lincoln radio as competing with Lincoln newspapers 


in depth of news reporting. But all see radio as being more im- 
mediate, more simple, giving busy people a quick diet of what's 
happening.

Windmill Network 
Bridge 


Claimed Practical 
Alternative—Now 


Topeka, Kan (DPI) — Bill Ward imagines a 


network of windmills spanning the country, 
coupled to generators humming with enough elec- 
tneiU to meet the nation's needs 


Ward, a former assistant attorney general 


specializing in environmental matters, said it's not 
such a far-fetched idea. 


"We could crank out wind energy equipment 


lor use in four years." he said. "Kansas could have 
supplied all of its 1972 electrical usage from its 
wind, and more," Ward said. 


The "we" is Great Plains Industries, a non- 


profit organization to promote the use of wind 
power as an alternative energy source. Ward and 
five other environmentalists have filed papers of in- 
corporation for GPW. 


"It's pretty clear that the present energy es- 


tablishment is interested in supplying us energy, 
but they're also interested in keeping control of it," 
Ward said "They're not interested in developing 
energy sources they can't control." 


The environmentalist told reporters the United 


States already has developed the technology for 
wind power, including extensive research at 
Wichita State University. He said the prune job of 
his organization will be to bring the option of wind 
power before the public. 


"We have to raise public consciousness and 


create a demand for it," he said. "The federal 
government and the energy establishment are 
trying to convince us to research it to death." 


He said GPW would seek federal grants totaling 


$500.000 to construct two experimental power 
stations, one between Kansas City and Topeka and 
another at Dodge City. While the Dodge City unit 
would be able to take advantage of the strong 
plains winds of southwest Kansas, the other facility 
primarily would serve as a public relations vehicle. 


"We'd like to set up a demonstration unit 


between Kansas City and Topeka along the turn- 
pike where people can see it," Ward said.

There's a lot of luck in bridge, 


but there's also a lot of skill. The 
luck consists mostly of holding 
good hands — a matter over 
which you have no control—but 
the skill is a horse of a different 
breed. Here you do have con- 
trol, and how you exercise that 
control may have a tremendous 
bearing on how you ultimately 
fare. 


Take a case like this one. The 


jump to six spades cannot be 
called scientific; it is simply a 


good general direction shot. The 
odds favor making a slam after 
partner jumps to three spades, 
and it is certainly right to bid it. 


But when dummy comes 


down, your chances — at least

dummy. This sets the stage for 
a loser-on-loser play. You lead 
the ten of hearts and discard the 
seven of clubs on it! 


West wins, but has no safe, 


return. He must lead a club to 
your A-Q or return a heart, 
permitting you to shed the 
queen of clubs as you ruff in 
dummy. Either way, the slam is 
in the bag. The power of the 
king of clubs is neutralized by 
the loser-on-loser play.

Southeast Nebraska Bureau 
Beatrice — After several 


weeks of intermittent City Coun- 
cil discussion, a proposal to 
rezone six tots in the 1700 block 
of Court St. was rejected and 
sent back to the Planning and 
Zoning Commission for 
reworking. 


Originally drafted to correct a 


procedural oversight, the or- 
dinance drew the fire of 
neighboring residents when it 
was expanded to include two 
houses and an insurance office 
as commercial properties. A 
Sears catalog store prompting 
the original change had not been 
controversial in itself. 


The percentage of objectors 


was high enough, however, that 
a three-fourths vote of the coun- 
cil was required for passage. The 
measure got only a 3-3 vote on 
final reading, with Councilman 
Bill Johnson, owner of the in- 
surance office, abstaining. 


However, the council then 


requested the Planning and 
Zoning Commission to consider 
the Sears and Johnson proper- 
ties separately. It is anticipated 
that both will be referred to the 
council later. 


Neighboring residents had 


fought the overall proposal for 


fear it would invite undesirable 
businesses. Proponents had con- 
tended that much of Court St. is 
already commercial and that 
isolated residential properties 
amount to spot zoning. 


On another matter, the council 


endorsed the recently proposed 
U.S. 136 bus line for serving 
southeast Nebraska. Homer 
Mudge of Fairbury, represen- 
tative of Blue Valley Community 
Action, briefly explained the 
previously publicized venture.

Cor Dealers Ask Rebates 
Extended To Spur Sales 


DETROIT (AP) - The 


nation's car dealers want the 
hard-pressed auto industry to ex- 
tend cash rebates on new models 
into the spring because, they say, 
the program is spurring sales. 


Cai 
buyers, who can save 


$200 to $600 on some cars until 
the end of the month in what is 
believed to be the first full-scale 
clearance sale in industry 
history, also would welcome the 
extension. 


In a nationwide Associated 


Press survey, dealers said the 
rebates, scheduled to end Feb. 
28, have provided the only bright 
note in an otherwise gloomy 
year of tumbling business. 


And there is fear that 


deliveries may drop off sharply 
in March if Detroit doesn't con- 
tinue the popular rebate plans. 


"The rebates have caused a 


business boom," said Dick 
Balch, a Chevrolet dealer in 
Seattle. 


"The rebate program is 


excellent. I don't think there is 
any program as strong as the 
cash rebate. When the world is 
run by money, it's the strongest 
incentive. You can't give away 
radios any more," he added. 


A Detroit Buick salesman 


said "It only cuts one way. You 
could shoot a cannon in here 
before the rebates, and now 
we're moving pieces. The 
rebates are bringing people in, 
and when rebates end I don't see 
what will take their place " 


Dealer pressure for continua- 


tion of the rebates and discounts 
on a broader range of cars — the 
plans cover mostly small models 
now — may cause extra 
problems for Detroit's auto 
makers. 


The companies say the sales 


slump has eaten into most of 
their profits and the rebates are 
costing them dearly. Some es- 
timates put the cost through the 
end of the month at upwards of 
$150 million, not including 
millions of dollars for adver- 
tising 


In addition, while the rebates 


have increased the selling tempo 
since the record low set in early 
January, sales remain sharply 
depressed 
because of the 


economic recession 


Sales in early February, when 


696,501 cars were sold, were at a 
13-year low. But the rebates, 
primarily on small cars, ap- 
parently did the desired job of 
clearing the small cars from 
dealer lots. 


A 130-day supply of small cars 


Jan 1 was cut to an 83-day supp- 
ly Feb. 1, Automotive News 
reported 


Despite the program, financial 


analysts expect the four major 
companies in aggregate to wind 
up in the red this quarter, an in- 
dustry first. 


Dealers say, however, Detroit 


has no other choice but to extend 
and expand rebates or cut prices. 
• "We want to see people keep 
right on buying cars," said Joe 
Mayo Jr., a dealer in Wichita 


Falls, Tex. "And if it takes a 
price cut on the cars that are not 
moving, that's it." 


Terry Kiggins, a, General 


Motors sales manager in Colum- 
bus, Ohio, added. "GM should 
do anything to stimulate sales." 
He said if the companies let the 
rebates die quietly this month, 
"everybody will be standing 
back waiting for something to 
happen. If I didn't really need a 
car, I would definitely be sitting 
back to see what the car com- 
panis were going to do next." 


What the companies will do is 


unclear. Ford has indicated it 
has no plans to continue rebates 
beyond Feb 
28. American 


Motors has expressed dis- 
pleasure with the present plan, 
which it adopted only after the 
Big Three did so. 


GM and Chrysler, however, 


have left the door open a crack 
for extending rebates into March 
if sales remain depressed. 


Wall Street analysts say they 


expect the companies to unleash 
a massive barrage of dealer con- 
tests this spring as a less- 
expensive alternative. 


"The rebates have helped 


reduce their inventories 
somewhat, but they still have too 
many cars," said one financial 
adviser. "They have to come up 
with something." 


While Detroit remains quiet 


on the future of rebates, many 
dealers are promoting the rebate 
deadline to bring in last-minute 
shoppers

River Line Given Up 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia 


(AP) — Hundreds of govern- 
ment troops under heavy rebel 
fire abandoned all their positions 
on the lower Mekong River on 
Monday, temporarily giving up 
their attempt to reopen the vital 
supply line to Phnom Penh, 
military sources said. 


About 500 government troops 


launched a major amphibious 
assault on the river 40 miles, 
southeast of Phnom Penh over 
the weekend, but they suffered 
heavy casualties and had to be 
evacuated by boat to the navy 
base town of Neak Luong, the 
sources said. 


Observers said the assault 


amounted to "too little, too 
late," and one diplomat and 
military analyst said, "It will 
now be very difficult, if not im- 
possible, for the government to 
open the Mekong River. They do 
not have the troops." 


The Communist-led rebels 


have blockaded the river since 
late last year, virtually choking 
off supply traffic from South 
Vietnam to Phnom Penh. Only 
three small convoys have gotten 
through since Christmas Eve 
because of the rebels' guns, 
rockets and mines.
